College  World’s 
Fair  Trip  to  be 
August  4  to  15 

Tour  to  Include 
Washington,  New 
York  and  Virginia 

In  a  little  loss  than  six  months  the 
College,  in  collaboration  with  the 
teachers  college  at  Kirksvllle,  will 
conduct  an  all-expense  tour  to  the 
New  York  World’s  Fair,  Washing¬ 
ton,  D.  C.,  and  historic  old  Virgin¬ 
ia.  The  trip  will  be  made  August  4 
to  15. 

Students,  alumni  and  friends  of 
the  College  are  invited  to  make  the 
trip.  Approximate  cost  of  the  tour 
will  be  $100,  and  reservations  should 
be  made  immediately  by  sending 
one  dollar  to  Roy  Ferguson  at  the 
College.  The  reservation  fee  of  one 
dollar  will  be  applied  toward  the 
total  costs  or  refunded  if  the  per¬ 
son  finds  later  that  he  is  unable 
to  make  the  tour. 

Persons  who  visit  the  World's 
Fair  in  New  York  this  summer  will 
see  the  “World  of  Tomorrow,"  show¬ 
ing  how  art  and  science  and  $150,- 
000,000  of  capital  have  combined  to 
produce  the  thrilling  spectacle  of  a 
lifetime. 

200  Buildings 

At  the  exposition  will  be  two  hun¬ 
dred  beautiful  buildings  containing 
exhibits  by  Industry  and  by  the 
greatest  nations  of  tire  world — the 
drama  of  light,  color  and  sound.  In 
addition  entertainment  will  be  fur¬ 
nished  by  two  solid  miles  of  the 
“midway.” 

First  in  importance  is  the  Theme 
Center  which  is  a  departure  from 
conventional  architecture.  Some  of 
the  reasons  for  its  being  constructed 
follow: 

The  odd-shaped  structure  is 
called  the  “Trylon  and  Ferisphere." 
The  Trylon  is  a  slender  700-foot 
triangular  pyramid.  The  Ferisphere 
is  a  huge  200-foot  ball  connected 
with  the  Trylon  by  a  ramfr  G5-foot 
above  tire  ground.  Entering  the 
building  beneath  the  Trylon,  the 
visitor  steps  on  the  largest  moving 
stairway  ever  built,  and  is  whisked 
“way  up  into'  the  Interior  of  tiro 
Perisphere.” 

Magic  Carpet  Ride 

At  that  point  there  are  two  great 
ringshaped  platforms  whioh  revolve 
completely  around  the  Ferisphere, 
close  to  the  inner  wall.  It  is  here 
where  visitors  will  get  their  “Magic 
Carpet”  ride  and  at  the  same  time 
witness  the  ideal  “City  of  Tomor¬ 
row"— a  colossal  diorama  taking  in 
the  metropolis,  tho  surrounding 
country,  and  seeming  to  blend  into 
infinite  space. 

This  feeling  of  immensity  is  em¬ 
phasized  "by  a  faithful  reproduction 
of  the  heavens  from  horizon  to 
horizon  on  the  domed  walls  of  the 
Perisphere,  The  stars  and  planets 
are  shown  exactly  as  they  will  ap¬ 
pear  in  1939. 

A  large  group  of  persons  from 
various  sections  of  the  country 
have  already  made  reservations  for 
the  tour  to  the  “World  of  Tomor¬ 
row”' at  the  office  of  Mr.  Ferguson,

A  trip  to  the  New  York  World’s 
Fair  of  1939  including  transporta¬ 
tion  to  and  from  New  York  nnd  a 
one  week's  all-expense  stay  at  the 
Beckman  Tower  hotel  will  be  the 
first  prize  offered  to  the  winner  of 
an  essay  contest  for  college  and  uni¬ 
versity  students  sponsored  by  the 
Fraternity  Women’s  Committee  for 
the  World’s  Fair,  it  was  announced 
here  this  week  by  Dr.  Ruth  Lowery, 
member  of  the  English  faculty.

speech  or  of  the  press  or  the  right 
of  the  people  peaceably  to  assemble 
and  to  petition  the  Government  for 
redress  of  grievances." 

Dr..  Lowery  has  a  group  of  topics 
for  selection  from  which  College 
students  interested  in  entering  the 
essay  contest  may  choose  one  for  a 
1,000  word  theme.  Topics  were  sub¬ 
mitted  by  such  persons  as:  General 
John  J.  Pershing,  Dr.  James  Row¬ 
land  Angcll.  Dr.  Virginia  C.  Gil- 
dcrslccve.  Dr.  Hans  Kohn,  Hans 
Kaltenborn,  Arthur  Krock,  Mrs. 
Vincent  Astor,  Dorothy  Thompson, 
William  Church  Osborn,  Sumner 
Welles  and  Dr.  Stringfcllow  Barr. 

Second  and  third  prizes  in  the 
contest  will  be  cash  awards  of  $25 
and  $15,  respectively,  and  an  all¬ 
expense  stay  of  one  week  at  the 
Beckman  Tower,  not  including  rail¬ 
road  transportation.

Clark  Rinehart 
T akes  Part  in 
Navy  War  Games 

'faking  part  in  last  week's  war  games 
nnd  parading  before  President 
Franklin  D.  Roosevelt  was  the  ex¬ 
perience  of  Clark  F.  Rinehart, 
graduate  of  the  College  in  the  class 
of  i937,  wliq  is  nt  present  in  the 
United  states  Navy  air  cpr.ps,  ac¬ 
cording  to  a  letter  rpcelyed  this  week 
by  Mr.  Leslie  G.  Somerville!  q}cm|>er 
of  the  College  faculty,  fils  letter 
dated  New  York  City,  March  1,  In 
part,  follows: 

“Yesterday  we  paraded  for  F.  D.  R, 
(who  is  aboard  the  Good  Ship 
Houston) .  The  parade  terminated 
Fleet  Problem  XX  of  the  present 
war  games.  Today  the  president  will 
confer  with  the  key  naval  comman¬ 
ders  on  the  results  of  war  games  in 
the  Caribbean.  The  conference  will 
be  held  on  shore  at  Culebra  Island 
where  we  are  mow  at  anchor. 

Largest  In  History 

“Fleet  Problem  XX  was  the  lar¬ 
gest  and  most  extensive  maneuver  in 
the  history  of  our  fleet.  Our  side 
(the  White  Fleet)  and  the  so-called 
enemy  had  seven  battleships,  pixi 
heavy  cruisers,  six  light  cruisers,, 
three  aircraft  carriers,  (Lexington) 
Yorktown  and  Enterprise),  thirty- 
one  destroyers  and  ten  submarines. 
The  Black  Fleet  (defending  United 
States  and  playing  “big  brother”  to 
the  mythical  neutral  nation  Green) 
had  six  battleshiRS,  eight  heavy 
cruisers,  six  light  cruisers,  thirty- 
six  destroyers,  seven  aircraft  tenders, 
162  patrol  planes,  four  land  based 
marine  aircraft  squadrons  and  one 
aircraft  carrier  (Ranger). 

"Needless  to  say  the  losses  were 
heavy  on  both  sides,  but  now  tire 
battle  is  over  and  the  Black  and 
White  Fleets  hate '  united  to  form 
their  natural  graJy. 

“We  will  go  from  here  to  Guanta¬ 
namo  Bay,  Cuba,  for  a  bit  of  live 
bombing  practice,  thence  to  New 
York  World’s  Fair  via  Norfork,  Vir¬ 
ginia.  Of  course  we’re  all  looking  for¬ 
ward  to  the  New  York  World’s  Fair 
and  the  Navy  Air  Show  over  the 
Fair. 

To  Frisco  Fair 

“We  will  arrive  back  on  the  West 
Coast  in  June  but  will,  visit  the  San 
Francisco  Fair  before  settling  down 
to  routine  flying  at  San  Diego. 

“If  you  know  any  Maryville  people 
who  Will  be  in  New  York  during  the 
Fair  tell  them  to  call  on  me  and  I 
promise  to  sho\y  them  through  the 
Flagship ‘Lex’.
